No editorial profession of loyalty would add any- 
thing to the strong utterances and pleas of the Cath- 
olic episcopate. Suffice it to say that patriotism flows 
from Catholic teaching and practice, as does effect 
from its cause. In times of peace the Catholic Church 
is our country’s truest friend, the most effective 
agency of her unity, the greatest romoter of har- 
mony. This is why the forcés of disorder—the an- 
archistic, the Socialistic, the infidel—band together to 
check her influence, to malign and misrepresent her, 
to incite the prejudiced to oppose her by charging her 
with the very faults of which they are guilty. Are the 
anti-Catholic sheets encouraging -a patriotism of 
deeds? Are the anti-Catholic o as cart offering

_ WE WANT OURS TO REMAIN A ONE-CENT 
PAPER—TELL US HOW. 


Many most extraordinary conditions have arisen 
during the past two years which have made it difficult 
to retain OUR SUNDAY: VISITOR as a “penny 
paper”; not the least of these was, until six weeks ago, 
the excessive increase in the cost of paper itself, wrap- 
ping material, inks, etc. To meet part of this we were 
compelled the first of this year to add a few cents to 
the cost of bundle orders. 

Now we are confronted with a new situation of 
reater magnitude, which worries us considerably. 
y one stroke of the pen a bill to raise the Perk 

rates from one cent to three cents per pound, or to 
establish a step-rate charge, similar to that governing 
“Parcel Post’, it seems, will be enforced. We have 
already been paying more than $13,000.00 for postage 
each year, and this extra tax will more than triple it. 
The editor has taken counsel with different interested 
parties, and the only advice he can get is to meet the 
war-time inevitable by increasing the charge both for 
single subscriptions and for bundle orders, fn the same 
proportion, 

This would seem the natural thing to do, and a 
thing almost every other editor would do; in fact, 
most monthly Catholic magazines, which send out 
twelve as against our fifty-two numbers, have in- 
creased their subscription price from $1.00 to $2.00. 
But OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has prided itself so 
long in being the only penny religious weekly, that it 
ean hardly force itself even now to get away from its 
solitary position. 

If we could induce our priest-patrons to ask their 
edie to give a nickel instead of a penny for the paper 

or a few Sundays, and send us whatever they collect 
over and above the cost of paper to themselves, we 
could keep our subscription price where it is. Only a 
few days ago we received from‘an Illinois priest a let- 
ter, in which he writes: “In the future, I am going to 
send you whatever is collected for the paper, and even 
urge the people from time to time to contribute more 
than a penny—this to assist OUR SUNDAY VISITOR 
in its many good works.” 

The allies, nearly everywhere, have increased 
their subscription price even though the same are not 
delivered by mail; this'solely on account of the ad- 
vance in the cost of paper. Even now the dailies and 
papers of limited circulation will not suffer much by 
the new rates.. A paper which sends out not pounds, 
but thirteen tons, of mail each week, and is compelled 
to pay an extra cost of $40 per ton, must needs feel it 
immensely. We would be pleased to hear from our 
readers concerning this new situation, and hope to 
reach an adjustment which will permit us to continue 


to publish a “penny paper.”
